SHADES OF BRITISH CONSOLS 

Wc think tltat it is about time to inquire wiiclhcr this 
University is not tigRiiig lioltind others in certain respects 
involving a measure of that intangible rpiantity called free- 
dom. The prev.ilent prohibition of smoking in most of the 
University biiildings is a case in point.
